NAMIBIA IN SECURITY COUNCIL- 

SC PRESIDENT JACKSON (GUYANA) ANNOUNCED THERE WAS 
UNANIMOUS AGREEMENT ON BEGINNING NAMIBIA DEBATE MAY 30. 

AFRICAN TREND TOWARD INTRODUCING CHAP. VII LANGUAGE IN SC 
RES IS GAINING MOMENTUM. WHEN AMB BENNETT INFORMED SC 
PRESIDENT OF US VIEWS ON LANGUAGE, JACKSON ASKED HOW US 
WOULD FEEL ABOUT LANGUAGE INVOLVING ARMS EMBARGO. INITIAL 
APPROACHES TO AFRICANS IN CORRIDORS HAVE BEEN FORTHRIGHTLY 
REBUFFED BY REPS OF NIGERIA, TANZANIA, SENEGAL, SOMALIA AND 
CAMEROON. EACH ASSERTS WITH VARYING VIGOR THAT MANDATORY ARMS 
EMBARGO MUST BE SOUGHT; IF WESTERN POWERS WISH TO VETO, THAT 
IS THEIR PRIVILEGE. EACH FELT VORSTER SPEECH TO BE VERY 
AMBIGUOUS. SALIM (TANZANIA) ALSO RAISED QUESTION OF MANDATORY 
ARMS EMBARGO WITH UK REP RICHARD. USUN'S VIEW IS THAT 
SALIM DOES NOT BELIEVE CHAP. VII ACTION CONSTRUCTIVE BUT DOES 
NOT KNOW HOW TO STEM RISING TIDE OF RHETORIC IN AFRICAN GROUP. 

BRITISH AND FRENCH ARGUED STRONGLY WITH US THAT THREE GOVTS 
MUST IMMEDIATELY TAKE STEPS TO "CONDITION THINKING OF 
AFRICANS” AND COMMUNICATE OUR VIEWS ON ACCEPTABLE RES 
NOT LATER THAN MAY 27. RICHARD PLANS TO GIVE BBC INTERVIEW 
ON NAMIBIA AND WILL TAKE LINE DEC. 19 RES LED TO SOME FORWARD 
MOVEMENT AND SC'S TAKS IS TO CONTINUE AND IF POSSIBLE 
ACCELERATE THIS FORWARD MOVEMENT; ATTEMPT TO PUT CHAP. VII 
LANGUAGE IN RES WOULD NOT SERVE THIS PURPOSE; AND HE EXPECTS 
VOTE "NO” IN COMPANY OF US AND FRANCE. RICHARD SAID ARMS 
EMBARGO LANGUAGE CAUSES BRITISH NO PROBLEM PER SE BUT THEY 
ARE OPPOSED IN PRINCIPLE TO ANY CHAP. VII LANGUAGE. LATER, 

FRENCH SAID THEY ARE NOT AUTHORIZED AT THIS STAGE TO MAKE 
OUTRIGHT THREAT TO VOTE AGAINST ANY AND ALL CHAP. VII 
LANGUAGE. BRITISH SUGGESTED OFFERING AFRICAN LEADERS 
RECOMMENDATION THAT THEIR DRAFT RES REAFFIRM DEC. 19 RES 
AND EXPRESS HOPE THERE CAN BE CONTACTS BETWEEN SAG AND OAU. 
COUNCIL OF NAMIBIA AND SYG BY END OF YEAR. FRENCH 
ARE EVEN MORE PESSIMISTIC THAN USUN ABOUT PROSPECT FOR 
DISSUADING AFRICANS FROM CHAP. VII EFFORT. WHILE BRITISH
